One of the Injured Men May Die—The 


Desperado 
Finally Captured and 


Landed in Jail by the Brother 


of One of Hia Victims. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 8.—Britt 


Glenn, commonly known as "Kid Char- 
lie," a negro gambler and desperado, 
ran amuck here early yesterday morn- 
ing, and as a result two men are dead 
and three wounded, one of them prob- 
ably fatally. 


The killed are: Napoleon Stncks, a 


negro porter employed in Kickers' sa- 
loou; shot in the throat and his neck 
broken. 


Ed\vard 
Miner, 
policeman, shot 


through the heart. 


The wounded are: Jim Clemens, a 


negro commonly known as "Kag Jim," 
shot in the right thigh; artery thought 
to be severed; may die. James Miner, 
lieutenant of police; shot in the right 
ankle; wound slight. 
Negro boot- 


black, name unknown; shot in the 
right thigh; wound slight. 


Stucks was the first man killed by 


Glenn and it was while resisting ar- 
rest that he killed Policeman Ed 
Miner and 
wounded the 
others. 


Stucks was killed about 1 o'clock in 
the morning in the "Kabbit Foot sa- 
loon," a notorious negro dive on West 
Bay street. A crowd of negroes were 
in the saloon and Glenn drew a pistol 
on a negro named Manning. 
Stucks 


jokingly said that he would take the 
pistol away from him and advanced 
toward Glenn. He passed by Glenn, 
however, and went toward tlie "Free 
and Easy" room in the back part of 


,ie saloon. As he neared the door he 
urncd around, and, Glenn drawing 
is pistol, fired. Stucks was standing 
ust in front of the door at the time, 


words passed between the two 


men, and no quarrel of any kind was 


eard. 
As soon as Stucks was shot he rushed 
ut of the front door of the saloon, 
nd fell dead near the steps. 
Exam- 


nation showed that the bullet had 
truck him in the throat just above 
Ldam's apple and passed through, 
reaking his neck. 
Glenn turned and fled as his victim 


vas falling, pursued by a large crowd 
f negroes, who soon lost sight of him 


the darkness. Shortly after that 


and 


felt his ankle give way and knew that 
he was wounded, but the shot that 
wounded the lieutenant had exhausted 
Glenn's ammunition, and the next mo- 
ment he called out: 


"Lieutenant, I'll give up, if you 


won't let them kill me." 


"All right," replied Miner; "throw 


down your pistol and come down." 


The negro obeyed." and the nest 


minute Lieut. Miner led the negro 
from the barn. As he stepped forth 
with his prisoner the first object that 
bis eyes fell upon was the corpse of 
kis brother lying near the door of the 
barn. Not until then did he know his 
brother's fate. 


The lieutenant led the negro toward 


the city jail, which was more than a 
mile away, followed by an immense 
crowd clamoring for the negro's blood. 
Near the city jail Policeman Ed Hol- 
land approached with pistol drawn, 
swearing he would kill the negro and 
avenge his brother officer. The lieu- 
tenant placed his pistol against Hol- 
land's head and said: 


"This man is a prisoner. If you 


shoot him I will blow outyourbrains." 


So he brought the negro safely to 


jail.

HYPNOTIC INFLUENCE 


Recognized Both as a Defense and Gronad 


for Conviction of Crime. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 8.—The supreme 


court rendered a decision Saturday in 
which hypnotism is recognized both as 
a defense and ground for conviction of 
crime. The case passed upon came up 
from the Gowley county district court. 


On May 5 last, Thomas JJonald, 


without apparent provocation, shot 
and killed Thomas Patton near his 
home in Winfield. He was arrested, 
charged with 'murder, and set up as 
defense that he was under the hypnotic 
influence of Anderson Gray and was 
neither legally or morally responsi- 
ble for the deed. He was acquitted 
and then Gray was put under arrest 
and tried for the murder. He was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, notwithstanding the fact that he 
was not present when the crime was 
committed, the evidence for the state 
only going to show that he caused 
Donald to do ths deed through hypno- 
tic influence. An appeal was taken to 
the supreme court and the rulings of 
the lower court were sustained.

This was about 0 o'clock in the morn- 
ng and the streets were deserted save 
'or the fleeing negro and his pursuers. 


Finally the murderer, by a desperate 


spurt, managed to leave "Eag Jim" 
lehiiid. By this time the chase had 
.ed into East Jacksonville, and the of- 
Scers were gathered near the Hotel 
Eoseland, completely mystified as to 
his whereabouts. 
Just as they were 


about to abandon the pursuit in that 
direction, the little bootblack, who 
was afterwards wounded, came run- 
ning up and said that he had seen a 
negro running into a barn near the ho- 
tel. 


On learning that the negro was in 


the barn the otticers and crowd ap- 
proached. Policeman Ed Miner and 
Lieut. James Miner were the first to 
enter. 
They found that he 
had 


climbed up into a loft in the barn and 
was lying behind a pile of lumber. 
Lieut. Miner called on Glenn to sur- 
render, and tlie negro answered with a 
shot. The officers returned the fire, 
emptying their pistols. 


The Miners stepped out to reload 


and "Rag Jim" rushed into tha barn. 
In a moment he staggered out bleed- 
ing froin a dangerous wound in tfie 
thigh. 
Then the Miners re-entered 


and the fusilade began. 
Soon Ed 


Miner handed his pistoi to his brother 
saying, "Jim, I'm shot." Then the 
brave fellow staggered out of the barn, 
laid down on the grass and in three 
minutes was dead.

Getting Quite Ugly. 


The various articles bearing upon the 


present city campaign in the paid organ 
of the Municipal party, Sunday morning, 
shows the same disposition to misrepre- 
sent and injure those who disagree with 
the leaders of tho Municipal third party 
that has characterized them ever since 
the organization was commenced. This 
is inexcusable for several reasons, but 
principally from the fact, that editorially, 
that organ, Sunday morning, admits that 
the Democratic nominee for mayor will 
be defeated and also Bays that "the 
Democratic supporters" of the Municipal 
third party candidate for mayor "will 
stay with him faithfully, and if all his 
Republican friends do as well, there need 
be no fear that his vote will be large 
enough to command tho respect of the 
wire-pullers hereafter." This is a clear 
admission that the organ has decided 
that neither Traver nor Scaulan can be 
elected, and that Col. D. H. Conklin will 
be elected. Under these circumstances 
any further effort to injure those who 
have stood by the Republican party, and 
have refused to be dragooned into a third 
party movement, ia not in harmony with 
the spirit of a reputable reformer. When 
a combatant has been overmatched and 
whipped, it removes nothing from his 
disappointment and adds nothing to his 
courage to climb the fence and make 
faces and throw mud indiscriminately 
from the other side. 


This, however, is the attitude the H.- 


D. was inspired to assume Sunday morn- 
ing. 
It contained a vicious attack by 


"Justice" upon "Fair Play," Mr. Mcln- 
toeh and Mr. Loforgee, one by "Inde- 
pendent" upon the 
REPUBLICAN for 


standing by its party, and one by "An- 
other Prohibitionist" upon the editor of 
the REPUBLICAN, in which an effort is 
made, with the evident intention of 
breaking the force of a communication 
which appeared in the REPUBLICAN Sat- 
urday, to make it appear that the editor 
of the REPUBLICAN was, himself, the 
author of it. The writer says: "The 
language and phraseology bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to that of Dr. Calhoun. 
~ * There can bo but little doubt that 
the editor of the REPUBLICAN wrote the 
communication." 
When a man is ac- 


cused of the gravest crime, the law gives 
him the benefit, not of a "little doubt,' 
but of a reasonable doubt. The accused 
must be proven guilty "beyond a reason- 
able doubt," and yet these moral reform- 
ers make an assault upon the editor in 
an article on an assumption in which 
they admit there is ^doubt. This sim- 
ply conforms with the dishonesty of 
purnose of those who inspire such as- 
saults. They are ready to believe any- 
thing that suits their purpose and dis- 
believe those things that do not suit 
their purpose, no matter how easily they 
may get the facts. 


"Prohibitionist" tore off the mask of 


the fraud who got into print in the Her 
aid over the nom de plume of "Republi- 
can," and there is no effort to deny a 
single allegation he made. The REPUB- 
LICAN is no more a Prohibition party or- 
gan than the Herald-Despatch is a re- 
form organ. 
The REPUBLICAN makes 


no pretensions to be a Prohibition or- 
gan, while the Herald pretends to be a re- 
former; but when a Prohibitionist wants 
space in the REPUBLICAN for a proper 
purpose he can get it without paying for 
it, which is more than the Municipal 
club can say of the Herald for the 
space it utilizes. 


We can assure these people that the 


woods is full of Prohibitionists that will 
not be fooled at the coming election by 
the pretenses of the club, and we can 
also assure them that "Prohibitionist" 
is a man who is amply able to take care 
of himself if any one has any disposition 
to call him in question. 


It is very strange that the average 


third party reformer always is troubled 
so much about the Dames of authors. 
Like the Pharisee of old he is very par 
ticular about the pots and kettles and 
is so prone to overlook the contents of 
the vessel which is the real matter of 
importance. 


The inspiration of this third party is 


to attack somebody. Thus, a commit- 
tee of the city council has been accused 
of corruption. 
Former city officials, 


including mayors, have been assailed 
without stint. Every county and city 
official charged with the execution of 
the law, has been charged with having 
entered into an agreement with the 
;amblers, and all this has been eupple 
mented with the attacks in the Sunday 
Herald. If this is to be their method 
they had better remove the noncoinbat- 
ants to a place of safety for they may 
force an attack upon a choice lot of 
"whited sepulchers" posing ae reformers 
that may render the environments dan- 
jerous. 


THE theory advanced by some of the 


translators of the Municipal third party 
candidate's pledge to suppress "public 
gambling," that it means the same as 
though he had pledged to suppress all 
;ambling, reminds us of the attempt 
that was made in the campaign of 188i 
by some Democratic campaigners to ex- 
plain the difference between the phrase 
'tariff for revenue only," in their plat- 
form of 1880, and the phrase "tariff only 
for revenue," as it appeared in the plat- 
form of 1881 


THE REPUBLICAN is always willinsr to 


do justice to the political tramp of

gambling is done shows that ho is famil- 
iar with that subject, and evidently un- 
derstands it much better than he un- 
derstands the tariff question.

Dougherty told him that he had nevci 
>een in a gambling room in his life but 
once, and then he went in with an officer 
He had promised Mr. Dougherty that ho 
ivould say that much. 


Mr. Miller also alluded to Mr. Traver's 


etter and his pledge to suppress "public 
gambling." 
Some gentlemen at our 


neeting at the opera house in an essay 
or address said that card playing in our 
homes for prizes was gambling anc 
should be stopped. No officer has 8 
right to go into private homes. Conse 
quently Mr. Traver was not going to 
pledge himself to stop private gambling 
when it could not bo done, but we can 
put down public gambling.

FIRST M. E. CHURCH. 


Rev. D. F. Howe said in part: It is an 
ild saying that coming events cast their 
hadows before them. The great coming 
vent of this city is tho election of city 
jfEeers. I wish to say some things in 
egard to that event, and I want first to 
ay that I have not the least vestige of 
apology to offer for talking about it. I 
never have any apology to offer for 
speaking politics from the pulpit. First, 
mark this well, all government is of God, 
lelongs to him and to no political party, 
'. do not want any better reason. So 
when you are talking about government, 
general or local, understand this tre- 
aendous matter is not the property of 
any party, but belongs to God alone, for 
all governments are ordained of God, 
and those who think that preachers 
have no right to talk politics must put 
Lhat Gibralter out of the way first. 
When jou read the prophecies you are 
reading a lot of sermons delivered by 
preachers. It may be Isaiah, Ezekiel, 
or Jeremiah. 
What did they preach 


about? Three-fourths of their preach- 
ing is about politics, the governing of 
Israel and the tremendous woes that 
were coming upon it. If ever preachers 
preached politics it was those prophets. 
But in more modern times, in the (lays 
of the revolution, John Adams said let 
the pulpits of America thunder against 
foreign oppression. In 1860 Abraham 
Lincoln had to pass through a great 
ordeal which raised him to the presi- 
dency. He went to aee23 preachers of the 
different churches of that city and found 
but three were for him. The others were 
against him, 
Now said Lincoln I read 


my Bible. I am not a Christian. I wish 
I were. But I cannot see how these 
men can be Christians and be against 
the principles I advocate these dark 
days. 
There were ministers who 


thundered forth that these things were 
right which Lincoln and his party ad- 
vocated. It is one of the proudest gems 
of the Methodist church that their clergy 
took the right side. 
There were people 


who said in those days that preachers of 
the gospel had no right to preach about 
politics. If there is anything that fills 
me with disgust it is men, who, in order 
to save their own toes, are insisting that 
preachers shall preach the gospel and 
let politics alone. There is not a saloon- 
keeper to-day or a gambler but what will 
say of the pastors, why don't you preach 
the gospel and let them alone. Here 
comes the great argument of all. Every 
question that has any moral side to it 
belongs to the pulpit, and I have u right 
to discuss them; and I have never asked 
any man's permission, and never will, 
though all the membership of this grand 
old church say you dare not do it. Why 
do you suppose I care? I am not that 
kind of a man, by any means. Every 
moral question in politics to-day has a 
place in the pulpit. I can discuss it 
here. If you bring up any question that 
has no moral Bide to it, I wonld not diF- 
cuss it in the pulpit. But when you 
bring any other question, which in any 
phase presents a moral side, it does not 
belong to the newspaper editor, or politi- 
cian, it is mine. God has said to the 
preacher: "I have set you as a watch- 
man upon the 
wall to warn the 


people.'' For 
this 
reason I pro- 


E 


ose to speak of municipal affairs, 
am talking about the moral phase of 


the matter only. I acknowledge the 
great importance of the business fea- 
tures but they have no place here. 
There are moral issues involved in the 
election and they have a place here, and 
I want to speak about one of them 
which I think is the great moral issue in 
this election.

We sit here Sunday 
morning and evening and praise God anc 
at the same time they

gambling dens where men and boys 
are led down to perdition. There are 
boys BO small they have to stand on tip 
toe to accommodate themselves to the 
game, and men tell me that beer anc 
wine are sold there to those Email boys 
It strikes me as a strange thing that in 
a city like Decatur situated near the 
center of the state of Illinois, that two 
notorious, lawless business establish- 
ment as these should be carried on, anc 
that we should speak of them as being 
carried on, and that men can go into 
them time after time any day, and no 
step taken to surpress them. It sur 
prises me when I see gamblers dictating 
to a party who its candidates shall be, 
and spending $1000 to elect thorn to en 
able them to run their business for an- 
other year. If we were in the center of 
Africa it would not be so surprising, but 
in the center of Illinois it is a disgrace 
They

permit these things to be. I am 
not speaking of policemen, but of the 
men who are responsible. 
For these 


things lie back of the police force and 
are grounded with the mayor, city attor- 
ney and state's attorney. Give us a 
mayor, a city attorney and a state's at- 
torney who will do their duty and not 
cater to gamblers, and gambling can be 
suppressed. Now don't lose sight of 
this moral issue for the business phase 
of the matter. You can have clean 
streets and also have these places 
cleaned out. They can both go together.

1 had 
a friend in Ford county who stood as 
high as any man in the community. He 
began gambling in options, lost, put up 
public funds to recover his losses be- 
came an embezzler and at last fled the 
country a ruined man fleeing fiom jus- 
t.ce, ruined his family and his friends 
and shocked the entire community of 
Paxton. It Was his only crime but it 
ruined him. No man who indulges in 
any species of gambling- is in position as 
a city official to deal with gambling nn 
matter what his pretentious may be. , I 
am not here to advocate the election of 
any man for office, but when a man 
stands for office he should have the 
white light cast upon him. You must 
investigate them. They must stand in- 
vestigation. Choose the best of them 
and vote for him. 


I am in favor of divorcing party from 


city politics, bufrit does not follow that 
[ should not vote for a man who has 
jeen put in nomination by a party. I do 
ieliere that if the parties do not put 
good men in office, then some method 
nay have to be resorted to organize 
;hird parties. 


You sometimes complain because goo 


men are not nominated, when it is your 
own fault. If the Republican party does 
not nominate good men it is the fault of 
the good men in the party who do cot 
attend to their political duties. 
It is 


because the slums hang together and 
the good people are indifferent, that bad 
men are nominated. 


What shall we do in the coining flec- 


tion? You may say that question should 
not be asked in the pulpit. 1 want to 
see gambling stamped out in the city, I 
want to see the saloons stamped out of 
existence. All that is evil comes out

-Gen. Nodzu, commander of 
the Japanese troops in Manchuria, 
briefly stating the accusations and 
requesting an examination. lie tele- 
graphed back that the stories were 
base calumnies. 


Letters written by three reporters 


from headquarters of three divisions 
in Manchuria support this denial in 
every respect. 


Lieut. -Gen. Nodzu reported from 


Hal Cheng- on April 4 that Gen. Yi had 
Bant him a. mes&a.g'e to the effect that 
the Chinese commanders knew nothing 
of the conclusion of an armistice. 
Moreover, the governor of Liao Vang* 
answered the notice of the armistice 
Tt/ith an insolent letter denying that 
lie had been informed of the arrange- 
ment. 


When Li Hung Chang was told of 


the replies sent by Yi and tho gov- 
ernor, he expressed deep regret. It is 
supposed that telegraphic communica- 
tion with the Chinese forces has 
teen interrupted. 
Mounted couriers 


could not have got from Pekin to 
den. Yi's headquarters in less than 
live days, and, although bent, they 
probably had not arrived when the 
Japanese messengers went into the 
Chinese camp.

county, rose from his seat in the house 
and. reading from a carefully-pre- 
pared document, disclosed how the 
Iron Mountain railroad, through its 
lobby, had been able to buy and con- 
trol the legislature at the rate of $100 
per vote. 


This denouement is the result of ef- 


forts which have been made through 
out this session of tho legislature to 
get through a railroad commission 
bill, directed against the Iron Moun 
tain company and opposed by that 
body. Tho bill was defeated once, and 
is now pending again after a second 
introduction. 


Mr. Yanccy's statement is that Rep- 


resentative Cox approached him on be- 
half of tho railway company, and S100 
was offered. Yancey seemed to con- 
sent, and introduced Eepresentative 
Wagner as ostensibly another pur- 
chasable legislator, though really as 
a witness of tho transaction. 


Dean, the railway company's lan<3 


agent in Arkansas, represented the 
company in the transaction, and there 
was no roabon to doubt that enough 
legislators were under pay to swing 
tho vote of the assembly in favor ol 
the railway company.

When Mr. Yancey had concluded, 


the implicated legislators arose and 
vociferated their denials. The house, 
nevertheless, framed a committee to 
investigate tlie charges.

THE YAWNING GOLF 


Between Government Receipts and 


Expenditures 


FAB OUTSTRIPPING THE ESTIMATES, 


With Little Prospect of a Change (of 


the Better During the Fiscal Year- 


Factors Contributing to the 


Increased Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—From the last 


daily statement issued by the treasury 
department it appears that the ex- 
penditures for tho current fiscal year 
to date of 280 days have exceeded the 
receipts by 843,299,490, the totals stand- 
ing: Expenditures, $284,392,686; re- 
ceipts, 
8242,093,100. These 
figures, 


which embody more 
than 
three- 


fourths of tho fiscal year, show thai 
the receipts aro running at the rate ol 
8SG5.000 a day, and tho expenditures 
are at the rate of 81,015,000 a day. 
If the bame ratio obtains for tho 
balance of the fiscal year, the ac- 
counts will 
stand: 
Expenditures, 


8370,475,000; receipts, 8315,725,000. This 
would leave an excess of expenditures 
over receipts of 855,000,000. The ex- 
penditures are pared down to the low- 
est limit of economy consistent with 
fixed appropriations made by law anc 
are likely to be increased rather than 
diminished. The increases in this fis- 
cal year havo arUen from two princi- 
ple sources, namely: Appropriations 
by the last congress made immediately 
available and the quarterly interest 
payments on the 8105,000,000 of United 
States bonds issued within fourteen 
months to protect and strengthen the 
treasury {told reserve. 


So far this month expenditures on 


the "civil and miicellanous account,' 
the account that carries the principal 
items made immediately available by 
congress, are 3300 in excess of the cor- 
responding period last month. It is 
therefore to increased receipts thai 
the treasury must turn to bring' the 
treasury receipts 
and expenditures 


close together and bear out the esti- 
mates 
laid before congress, which 


claimed at the end of the fiscal year 
the deficit, which is now $42,000,000, 
would then be only 820,000,000. 


Import statistics yesterday made 


public by the bureau of statistics hole 
out a hope that the increased rev- 
enues from sug-ar duties may come 
up to the estimates. Indications of a 
general revival in commercial pros 
perity are also pointed to as promising 
equally satisfactory results from other 
sources, of revenue. 


The question as to what amount of 


money will or will not be derived from 
the income law seems to be the only 
important doubtful factor left in the 
treasury calculations, and this can 
only be solved when the supreme court 
makes public its decision in an author- 
itative way. This will probably be 
done to-day, but it is by no means 
an absolute certainty that the deci- 
sion will then he rendered. On other 
occasions when purported abstracts oi 
supreme court decisions havo been 
published in advance of their rendi- 
tion the court has withheld the an- 
nouncement of its conclusions for sev- 
eral w eeks. If it was not for the fact 
that great public jnoonvenience would 
result from such a line of procedure, il 
might be regarded as extremely proba- 
able that the justices would pursue a 
similar course in this case 


The treasury has now a total work- 


ing capital ot 8137,000,000, with S18,- 
(100,000 still owing trom the bond syn- 
dicate. Treasury officials 
therefore 


think that the treasury will not be- 
come embarrassed, even if no revenue 
from the income tax is derived, and 
that it will not be necessary to issue 
any more bonds before congress will 
assemble next December and provide 
revenue from other sources. 


APPRAISERS~SU"RPRISED 


At tho Extent and Vnlno of the Estate of 


Mrs. Hannah Rolf.

estate of Mrs. Hannah Eolf Saturday 
they expected to find that she was, 
worth SJ.OOO or 33,000, but they found 
81,300 in cash hidden in her room and 
notes and mortgages which they ap- 
praised at 834,000, besides deeds to 
property worth 815,000 more, not to 
speak of a certified ehpck for 84,000 on 
the Beach bank, which failed in 1893. 
The appraisers set the 'Check down as 
naught. Mrs. Rolf had been such a 
good hand at keeping money in secret 
that a woman friend had given her 
8-3,200 in cash, which was also found 
in her room. 


Mrs. 
Rolf left her husband ten days 


ago because he began showing evi- 
dence of an insanely murderous pur- 
pose toward her. She was 05 years of 
age, and the couple had spent the past 
twenty-five years on a small truck 
garden near the city, she performing 
the greater part of the labor of culti- 
vating vegetables and soiling them in 
the city. There were no children, and 
the two lived as though from hand to 
mouth, ne has been placed in the 
care of a guardian, and his estate is 
estimated to be worth $25,000. 


Mrs, 
Eolf left a will giving one-third 


to her husband, the remainder going 
to her nearest relative, a sister in Ger- 
many.

On June SO warships from all nations 


will meet in German waters to cele- 
brate the opening of the "Nord- 
Ostsee," or Baltic, canal, the founda- 
tion stone of which was laid by the 
aged Emperor William I. eight years 
ago. The completion of this vast en- 
gineering enterprise will mark a new 
epoch in European trade distribution. 
The canal, which runs from the town 
of Brunsbuettel, a few miles above the 
mouth of the Elbe, to Holtenan, three 
and one-half miles north of BTel, unites 
the North sea with the Baltic, and will 
enable all kinds of vessels, from tha

but most of the contracts were let to 
Dutch firms who employ Swiss and 
Italian laborers. The everagepay for 
common day labor was from C5 to 75 
cents, and for skilled workmen from f 1 
to 81.50 per day. The government 
took care that the contractors treated 
their men according to stipulation, 
and caused the erection of barracks 
and hospitals along tho route of the 
canal. 


In a financial way, also, the canal 


has proved a surprise, inasmuch as its 
cost has been kept within the first es- 
timate of 837,440,000. Of this sum the 
kingdom of Prussia contributed one- 
third; the rest was furnished by the im- 
perial treasury. A recent writer in an 
English publication calls attention to 
the^aet that the stockholders of the 
famous Manchester ship canal paid 
$75,000,000 for its 
construction, 
al- 


though the total excavation amounted 
to but 52,500,000 cubic yards, or 10,500,- 
000 cubic yards less than the total ex- 
cavation for the Baltic canal. 
"* 


The history of this great German 


waterway is very interesting. The 
originator of the idea, un eminent 
Hamburg engineer named Dohlstroen, 
presented his scheme to Prince Bis- 
marck, then chancellor of the empire, 
in 1878. The man of blood and iron 
saw the advantage of the plan at once, 
but was opposed by Count Von Moltke, 
chief of the general staff of the Ger- 
man army, because he thought it would 
require an entire army corps to stand 
guard over the canal. 
Eventually, 


however, the famous strategist con- 
vinced himself that even from a purely 
military point of view the new avenue 
of communication between the North 
sea and the Baltic provinces would bo 
of incalculable benefit to the empire, 
and in 18SO supported a bill for its es- 
tablishment in the rcichstag. On the 
first day of October of the same jear 
the venerable Kaiser Wilhelm, then 
89 years of age, traveled from Berlin to 
Kiel to lay the foundation stone; and 
on June 20 his grandson will formally 
dedicate the canal at the same place for 
the glory of the German emph e nud tho 
good of all mankind. 


The town which will derive the 


greatest benefit from the canal is Kiel, 
for some time the principal station of 
tho Baltic fleet. In 1890 this city had

German newspapers and periodicals 


are full of data concerning the great 
waterway, the entire route of which 
lies within the province of Holstein, 
which was wrested from Denmark in 
Ibttl by the allied Prussian and Aus- 
trian armies. Its course is in a slight- 
ly northern direction for about half 
the distance, curving south again to 
the extremities, which are almost in the 
same latitude, and as nearly as possi- 
ble fifty miles distant as the crow 
flies. With a view to naval opera- 
tions, the entire canal was 
built 


on a generous plan. Its bed for near- 
ly forty miles from Kiel is horizon- 
tal, the remaining portion having a 
fall varying in 1 in 200,000 to 3 in 100,- 
000. 
Its width at the bottom h 88 feet, 


and its depth there SO feet. The sur- 
face width is 27 feet, with a banquette 
depth at the sides of 19 feet, amply suf- 
ficient for Baltic trading vessels, which 
rarely draw more than 18 feet, to pass 
each other 
without 
inconvenience. 


The total actual distance of the canal 
is 53 % miles, which can be traversed, it 
is estimated, in 13 hours, including de- 
lays necessary in the locks. 


Two locks have been established — 


one on the Elbe and the other near 
Kiel. The average level of the canal 
is the same as that of the Baltic, which 
varies only during about three weeks 
in the year. The locks are 493 feet 
long, 83 feet wide and 33 4-5 feet deep 
on the sill. The entrances have im- 
mense breakwaters, built of stone 
brought from Saxony. At the southern 
extremity of the canal, at Brun&buettel, 
there is an outer harbor 1,512 feet long 
by 328 feet wide. At this end the tide 
runs high and strong, necessitating the 
opening and closing of the gates every 
day. This is not a disadvantage, how- 
ever, for the opening of the gates fot 
three or four hours at each low tide 
will keep the water in the canal sweet 
and flowing. 


The canal, of course, interfered with 


tho railways and public highways, but 
the .government has provided liberally 


lished a permanent residence in the old 
pale of the prince of IIolstein-Got- 
torpae. This move attracted a large 
population of thrifty burghers, who 
love to bask in the sunshine of the 
royal presence, even though each indi* 
vidual ray may cost then" several scores 
of marks. The emperor "boomed" the 
place by making it the headquarters of 
the Imperial German Yacht club and 
instituting a series of annual regattas 
of an international character. Consid- 
ering ita size Kiel is the liveliest city in

for the convenience of the public. Four 
railways and ten country roads are 
carried over it by means of drawbridges, j 
and at two points suspension bridges 
have been erected, the one at Gruen- 
thal being-a beautiful, high level struc- 
t-ore, about 138 feet above water level. 
Sixteen ferries, located at distances of 
four miles apart, have also been es- 
tablished. 
The Baltic canal bridges 


are high enough to allow vessels with 
lofty masts to pass beneath them. 


The most remarkable fact abvUt the 


canal is that it will be finished within 
the period named in the original con- 
tracts. The work of excavation was 
begun June 8, 1837, and the formal 
dedication is to occur June 20 of this 
year. 
At times 10,000 men were em- 


ployed in the great work, the average 
for the eight-year period being 6,000. 
The engineering work was performed 
under the supervision of experts ap- 
pointed by the German government;

Europe from a naval and military view 
point; and its ancient university and 
rare art museums lend it a dignity pos- 
sessed by none of its, rivals. The open- 
ing of the canal will, it is expected, in- 
crease its trade in every direction and 
make it a formidable rival of rich and 
powerful Hamburg. 


Lucbeek, once the queen of the Ilan- 


seatic league, but now a dull and sleepy 
town, also expects a trade revival as 
soon as vessels begin to pass through 
the canal; and so do Stettin, Dantzig 
and every other Baltic seaport town.^ 
But not alone German cities expect a 
favorable trade revolution from the 
opening of tho great waterway. Libau, 
the famous Courlancl port, has baun im- 
proved by the Russian government at 
the expense of over f ",000,000, and near- 
ly 81,000,000 has been expended in the 
construction of deep-water docks on 
the Neva near St. Petersburg. In many 
respects the Baltic canal will prove of 
as great importance as the Suez canal. 
It will divert valuable trade from the 
railroad centers of eastern Europe to 
the Baltic seaport towns which, for 
several decades, have boen unable to 
compete with the great North sea- 
ports. At the same time Hamburg, 
which is located near the southern ex- 
tremity of the canal, expects to bo 
benefited by the opening. It hopes to 
become the supply distributing center 
of northern Europe and the terminal 
station for all Baltic sea shipping. 


Thus it will be seen that almost 


everybody is satisfied with the con- 
struction of the Baltic canal. 
The 


army authorities like it because it will 
be of assistance in transporting troops; 
naval commanders claim that it will do 
more than anything else-to strengthen 
the German navy; merchants and man- 
ufacturers think it will expand trade 
and revive dormant towns; Russia ex- 
pects that it will assist in the develop- 
ment of her merchant marine. 


In order to attract international 


trade the German government has es- 
tablished an extremely low toll rates for 
vessek massing through the canal— 
about islents per net register ton. The 
authorities expect that about 7,000,000 
tons will use the canal the first year 
and perhaps a third more the second 
year. Thirty-five thousand vessels now 
pass around the Jutland promontory 
every year, and it is calculated that 
about one-half of these will use the ca- 
nal within the first twelvemonth.
